Sit,—|_ beg to inform you that the question 
“of the New Pilot Ordinance (No. 3 of 1909) has 
recently been again cons} jered by thé Com- 
r mittee. af the ‘Hongkong General Chamber of 
Cummerce, and 1 have been instructed to lay 
befure you the following’ facts in connection 
with the working of this Ordinance. ° 
* L weu'd beg-to ‘remind you that the reason 
the Committee of the ‘Chamber originally 
requested the Government to license pilots in 
Hongkong, was with a view to checking the 
growing evil of. incompetent and ignorant 
native boatmen, boarding vessels outside the 
harbour.and representing themselves as com: 
petent to actas'pilots, 


I is hardly cecessary to point out that this |’ 


state of affairs not only caused at times‘con- 


siderable inconvenience and loss to ship owners |. 
“Lbit the risk ‘of damage to valuable property 


‘and heavy loss af life alsn influenced the Com- 
inittee in approaching the Government with a 
-view to having these incompetents weeded out, 

“Thera were however a number—probably 
some 40 at least—of Chinese boatmen who for 
years acted as pilats, ‘bringing in and taking 
out of the harbour the largest vessels visiting 
this port, berthing them alongside the wharves 
or docks, and generally performing the duties 
of pilots to the entire satisfaction of the ship- 
ping community, 

It is admitted that most—if not all—of these 
men are illiteyates, but they have proved thei 
selves competent and trustworthy and though 
recommending legislation, the Commuttse had 
‘it in mind that the examination of this class af 
men, who could not possibly he expected to 
pass highly technical examinations, would be 
conducted with similar consideration to that 
now shown in their examination to coxswains 
and-engineers of local tugs and launches, 

The Committee of the Chamber from the 
first expressly stated that they considered it 
advisable nat to limit the number of pilots and 
in the belief that this would be the view taken 
bythe Government, the Committee contented 
themselves with a statement to this effect in 
their letter addressed to the Hon, the Colonial 
Secretary dated 2tst April 1goy. At the same 
time they also expressed the opinion that the 
fees for pilotage should not be increased, 

L would beg to remind you that the views of 
the Committee were very fully set out in the 
correspondence which passed between the 
Chamber and the Government in 1922, 1903; 
this has been published in the Chamber's 
Reports for these years. 


Quite the contrary, hawever, of what was | 


desired has now come about ag, acting under 
powers given him in the Ordinance, it has been 
decided by the Harbour Master to limit the 
number of licences to fo, to cupe with the work 
which, forty or fifty men were previously 
engaged in and even supposing that all the tea 
men were available at the same time this num- 
ber is in the opinion of the Committee in- 
adequate -to meet the requirements of the 
shipping. 

As a matter of fact it would n’ppear that there 
are only nine licensed pilots at the moment viz 
eight Enropeans and one Chinese, Further, 
one of these is engaged in controlling the new 
formed Pilots’ Association and has other ins 
terésta demanding bis attention. Allowance 
must be made for a certain percentage of 
absentees ether through sickness or temporary 
absence from their work, 

As a result of the number of licences being 
so limited complaints are being made that the 
service does not meet the needs of those en- 
gaged in it and demands have already been put 
f rward for higher poy than that Jaid down in 
the Pilot Kegulations, whilst on the other 
hand Shipping Companies are deprived of the 
services of men wham they have emp'ayed far 
a numbecof yearsin whom they have thoraugh 
cot idence and whem they wish to reta ou. 

It is further understuod that in ane ar tw > 
cases at least od Chinese pilots who have 
passed the eximination have not been granted 
licences, the vacancies being filled by Euro- 
pe ns subsequently examined. 

1f the navigation of the waters of the Colony 
were of o in ricate a nature as to necessitate 
the engagement of highly qualified pilots, such 
vs are required inthe Thames, or the Hooghly, 
the cominittee would he only too ready to 
favour a scheme providing, such a service ; this 
however is not the case. 

hile therefore pilotaye in the harbour nf 
Honvkong is not so absolutely essential the 
cus‘an has gradually growe up to send pilots 
off to vessels, who can give the Commanders 
the latest information as to the Harbour Reyu 
lations, positicn of vessels in part, and more 
particularly the course of the current when 
taking a vessel to a wharf or deck. Many 
shipping Companies only supply pilots for the 
latter work 

In view of the above stated facts the Com- 
mittee (fihe Chamber trusts thal the question 
as to how best to wor. the Milots Ordinance in 
the interes's of the shipping trade cf this port, 
will 1eceive the allention of His Excellency the 
Governor and uvat, by a liberal extension of 
the oumber of licences and further latitude in 
the matter of ex-mination, the shipping .¢ ons- 
pinies will be able lo again make use of those 
with wham they are entirely satisfied anda 
very desesving class of men will there ‘ore he 
no longer deptived-of employment in work for 
which in a majority of cases they have proved 
themselves fitted. 

It seems to the Committee a distinct hard- 
ship to hath sides that when the shipping com- 
pances are Satisfied with their native pilots and 
these in tuinare anxious to resume working 
for them they should be deprived of each others

The immense and rapid growth of Hong- 
kong is shown inthe annual report of. the 
Medical Officer of Health, published in the 
Government Gaselle last week. ‘The popu- 
lation of the Colony at the census taken 
in January, 1897, was 248,880, while at the 
re-count four years later it was, exclusive of 
the New Territory, 283,975, of an increase 
of 35,045. rom a population of little over a 
quarter of a million, in rgor, it has increas- 
ed in the last four years to 361,206, so that if 
the same rate of progress is maintained in 
the future, which is on the whole hardly pro- 
bable, the opening of the, next decade would 
see a population of over half a million souls 
in our Colony, One has to remember, in 
dealing with statistics: of population, that it 
is extremcly difficult to accurately gauge the 
increments, especially in a Colony such as 
ours wherd the population is always chang: 
ing, and fas Dr. Clark points out the 
figures. will no doubt need considerable 
modification in the light of the quinquenpial 
census which-will probably be taken next

and of backlanes. Some two years ago 
Professor W. J. Simpson and Mr. O. 
Chadwick made. a joint report on the 
question of the housing of the  po- 
pulation of Hongkong and drafted a bill on 
the subject, which has resulted in the passing 
of the Public Health and Buildings Ordin- 
ance. The main points of the measure 
provide for the better ventilation and, con- 
sequently, the better sanitation of buildings 
erected or to be erected, by preventing the 
excessive height of buildings, the insanitary 
construction of kitchens, the erection of 
cubicles and verandahs over footways, and by 
the provision of better window space. Legis- 
lation was also introduced as to rats and the 
resumption of insanitary properties on pay- 
mentofcompensation. Thebrightest hope for 
the future, however, lies in the realisation of 
the ideals set forth by the projectors of gar- 
dens and open spaces, and in the possibility 
that, as time goes on, many firms may be led,
